no wholesale surrenders of natives.

The 
coasts of the island are closely pa- 
trolled by gunboats and' the use of the 
searchlight makes it a'lmost impossi- 
ble for the natives to land food. The 
patrolling gunboats have 
captured 


over $20,000 in cash and $100.000 
worth of hemp, upon which a tax had 
been paid to the Filipinos. The sys- 
tem of taxation and the collection of 
taxes maintained by the insurgent 
leader Lukban was perfect and ex- 
haustive m every particular.5and pro- 
duced revenue from births, marriages, 
deaths, cockfights and from the fish 
ponds of Samar. Hemp was the- most 
important feature of commerce.

One important object the St. Lou-- 


exposition will 
seek to accomplish 


vffl be to show the world, by demon- 
stration, that the burning of bitum- 
inous coal can be accomplished with- 
out the smoke nuisance. The Smoke 
Abatement association of St Louis, 
has taken the matter in hand, and, 
vlfe the co-operation of the fair man- 
agers, propose to show that soft coal 
can be burned with economy and with- 
out injurious smoke. Starting on this 
idea, the exposition itself is to be 
smokeless. This is essential to the 
preservation of the beauty of 
the 


buildings and the value of their con- 
tents. All coal consumed 
in the 


grounds must be smokelessly burned, 
and an effort will be made to induce 
th.e railroads running trains to pohr 
near the inclosure to adopt smoke- 
consuming devices for their locomo- 
tive engines.

gree is possible. That the nuisance 
may be suppressed, where bituminous 
coal is consumed in large quantities, 
is not practicable in the present stage 
of economic progress in that direc- 


- tion, but an abatement that may lead

YELLOW FEVER DISCOVERY. 


The report of the chief sanitary of- 


ficer at Havana shows that while in 
October, 1900, there were 308 cases of 
yellow fever 
in that 
city and 74 


deaths, in October, 1901, not a sinsle 
case of yellow fever was reported, 
although October has generally fur- 
nished the largest number of cases. 
This is a wonderful result of scien- 
tific sanitation. 
The reason for the 


remarkable change has been found in 
the fact that a certain variety of the 
mosquito, now well identified, is th^ 
purveyor of this malady to human 
beings, and all that the health officers 
need to do, in order to prevent yellow 
fever, is to prevent the existence ol 
these insects, or at all events to pre- 
vent them from biting human beings. 
"In Havana this year," says Major 
Gorgas, the American sanitary officer, 
"we have worked upon the hypothesis 
that the mosquito is the only way ot 
transmitting the disease." 
Disinfec- 


tion and 
quarantine 
as means of 


"stamping out" the disease have been 
wholly discontinued. 
By the "mos- 


quito discovery" the medical staff of 
the United States army has conferred 
a boon upon the whole world.

EVER UPON THE WEATHER. 


Some Superstition* That Still Exist 


LIIOU the 
Subject—Moon Tlieoriest 


That Are Mere Survival* From a 
Pn«t Credulity. 
A belief prevails tbat tbe moon's 


phases and changes have a controlling 
ii;<luence over the weather, but feo great 
:ni authority as Professor C. A. Young 
ol 1'rincetoy has assured us that the 
iLOon has absolutely nothing to do with 
the wtather. 


Such a belief is in tbe strict sense of 


the word a superstition—"mere sur- 
vival from a past credulity. It is quite 
certain tbat if there is any influence 
at all <}f tbe sort it is extremely slight, 
to alloLt tl.at It csr.r.ct L«_ (Tcinoiistr.it- 
ed with certainty, although numerous 
investigations have been made express- 
ly for tbe purpose of detecting it. We 
have never been able to ascertain, for 
instance, with certainty whether it is 
warmer or not or less cloudy or not at 
the time of the full moon. Different in- 
vestigations have led to coutradictori 
results. 


"As to the supposed connection be- 


tween 
'changes of the 
moon' an*! 


changes of the weather, it should be- 
enough to note tbat even within the 
United States tbe weather changes aie 
r,ot 
simultaneous 
(iu Kansas and 


Maine, for instance), as they should be 
it they were due to the changing 
phases of tbe moon. Since, however, 
a change of tbe moon occurs every 
week, every weather change must 
necessarily occur within about three 
days and a half of lunar change, aud 
half of them ought to tall within about 
forty-five hours, even if perfectly inde- 
pendent, 


"Now, it requires only a very slight 


prepossession in favor of a belief ir. 
tbe effectiveness of the moon's changes 
to make one forget a few of tbe 
weather changes that occur too far 
from the proper time. Coincidences 
enough can easily be found to justify 
a pre-existing belief." 


From a very remote antiquity, in the 


twilight of natural astrology, a belief 
arose that changes in tbe weather were 
occasioned by tbe moon. That the be- 
lief still exists is clear to any one who 
is acquainted with current literature 
and common folklore. 
In fact, it 


must be admitted that even intelligent 
and well informed people have been 
known to accept tbe theory. 


The idea that the weather Is affected 


by the changes in the moon is still held 
with great vigor in England, and one of 
our proverbs is, "So many days old the 
moon is on Michaelmas day, so many 
floods after." If it rains on St. Swith- 
in's day, we are told to expect rain for 
forty days after. An equally wise pre- 
diction is tbat if Christmas comes dur- 
ing a waxing moon we shall have a 
very good year, and tbe nearer to the 
moon- tbe better, but if during a waning 
moon a hard year, and the nearer the 
end of the moon so much the worse. 


Another belief is tbat tbe condition 


of the weather depends upon tbe day 
of tbe week on which the new moon 
chances to fall. New moon on Monday, 
or moon day, is everywhere held as a 
sign of good weather. Friday's new 
moon is much disliked, while Saturday 
is unlucky for the new and Sunday for 
the full moon. 


In Scotland tbe farmers believe that 


a misty moon is a misfortune, and an 
agricultural maxim among them teach- 
es that 


If the moon shows like c silver shield, 
i'ou need not be afraid to reap your field, 
But if she rises haloed round 
Soon we'll tread on deluged ground. 


Another weather guide connected with 


the moon is that to see "the old moon 
in the arms of tbe new moon" is reck- 
oned a sign of fair weather, aud so is 
the turniug up of the horns of the new 
moon. Iu this position it is supposed 
to retain the water which is imagined 
to be in it and which would run out if 
the horns were turned down. 


Tbe country people in Scotland fore- 


tell the changes of the weather fifu 
the changes in the appearance of the 
new moon. If she "lies sair on. her 
back," it is a sure sign of bad weather, 
or when ker horns are pointed toward 
the zenith. 


At Whitby when the moon is sur- 


rounded by a halo with watery clouds 
the seamen say that there will be a 
change in the weather, for the "moon 
dogs" are about. There is also a belief 
prevalent among sailors and seafaring 
men that whcu a large star or planet is 
seen near the moon or, as they express 
it, "a big star is dogging the moon," 
this is a certain sign of stormy weath- 
er.— Exchange.

Victim*, Who Were Prominent In Min 


Ins Circles, Evidently Met Death 
Without a Struggle—Bodies of Vic- 
tims of First Explosion Still, In the 
Mill*, Which Is Abld/.e. 
Bluefield, W. Vs., Nor^ 25.—A res- 


cuing party of 40 entered "the Tug 
ri,ver entrance to the*. Bgtby,. mine, in 
tite^focahontaf Jeiav'and* recovered 
the dead bodies of the eight prominent 
mining men who entered West mine 
last Friday. Si* hundred- feet from 
the entrance were found the aead 
bodies of A.'S Hurst, chief inspector; 
Bod Odbam, subin^pector, and Frazfer 
Q^Belt, mining engineer, all huddled 
together. 
From their positions they 


must- have met death -suddenly and 
without pain. All of them were lying 
face down, with no signs of a strug- 
gle. Hurst made a pillow of his coat, 
on which his head rested. The bodies 
of the other members of the party, 
Superintendent of Mines O'Malley, Jo- 
seph Cardwell, superintendent of the 
Shamokin Coal and Coke company; 
R. E. St. Clair, second assistant it- 
spector; State Mine Inspector Price 
and Maurice St. Clair, subinspector, 
were found several hundred feet back 
in the mine, three of the bodies lying 
some little distance apart. Bob St. 
Clair and Joseph Cardwell were lying 
with .arms clasped around each other, 
cold in death 
The bodies of O'Mal- 


ley, Maurice St. Clair and Price we_re 
discolored and bruised about the face, 
showing signs of a struggle, it being 
very plain to see they made a desper- 
ate attempt at retracing their steps to 
better air. but already had advanced 
too far into the deadly white damp to 
escape alive. 


Although the company still in'siits 


that all of the miners who were en- 
gaged in the mine on the morning'of 
the first explosion have been account- 
ed for, there is reason to believe that 
at least 60 people, mostly Hungarians, 
are still missing. It Is estimated that 
the Baby mine fire is causing damage 
In the sum ot $200,000 a day. 


The fire Is still burning in Baby 


mine and the mine officials seem at a 
loss to understand how it will be 
finally extinguished. The only way, 
It ts believed. Is by flooding. This 
will be an enormous undertaking, as 
the mine is a drift mine. Mine ex- 
perts claim there is great danger of 
explosions by flooding the mine, as 
when the water comes in contact with 
the Bre the generation of gas will be 
so great as to possibly blow away the 
whole side of the mountain.

Found Themselves Surrounded by 
the Soldiers—Charge Placed Against 
Them and a Permanent Injunction 
Asked. 
Madisonville, Ky., Nov. 25.—Troops 


swooped down upon th« camp of the 
striking union miners, located south 
of Nortonville,-and captured the men 
and paraphernalia. The men were 
taken by surprise and offered no re- 
sistance. 


It v.-ill be remembered that the pro- 


ceedings on the part of the county 
authorities, referred to in the fore- 
going paragraph, is the execution of 
an order issued last Wednesday by 
County Judge John G. B. Hall, com- 
manding that the union camp at Nor- 
tonville be disbanded before Saturday 
morning at daybreak, and that the 
•campers shall not assemble again in 
the county. Judge Hall issued the dis- 
banding order after receiving sworn 
statements from more than 100 relia- 
ble men residing in the southern por- 
tion of this county, who swore that 
armed men went forth from these 
camps and were responsible for the 
nightly attacks on the mines and prop- 
erty and homes of those who were 
peaceable, law-abiding and hard-wortc- 
ing citizens; that the uni'on camp is 
an unlawful assembly of men banded 
together for the-purpose of destroying 
property and intimidating men -who 
persist in working independent of the 
United Mine Workers of America, who 
have had representatives in Hopkins 
county for more than a year trying to 
persuade and force the miners em- 
ployed in the mines to join th-eir or- 
ganization.

U> the Wind Soup, Topgallaat Tea 
and Co iv Jlpper. 
Some ships are known as "mean 


ships" by sailors on. account of the 
food that Is served to the forecastle. 
They are chiefly deep water sailing 
ships and tramp steamers. Of course 
what a sailor shall have to eat is pro- 
vided for by law, but the law some- 
times gets badly mixed up on blue wa- 
ter. The strange dishes served to sail- 
ors on "mean' ships" are. no stranger 
than the names the sailors give them. 
One of the commonest of "mean ship" 
[disuus is "by the wiiul suuy." TUis 
delicacy is composed of well polished 
mutton bones, stale meat trimmings, a 


andful of potato parings and scraps 
0111 the captain's table. The mixture 
s boiled vigorously for two hours, at 
lie end of which time the result is hot 
rater of a light brown color with float- 
ng islands Of grease on its surface. A 
ttle hardtack Is added, and there you 
ave your "by the wind soup." 
When a "mean ship" gets well out to 
ea, one of the first dishes to appear is 
dog chowder." It is a sort of resur- 
ection pudding, made of scraps that 
lie cook does not dare to serve up as 
hey are, but which he shreds finely or 
rounds in a mortar until all semblance 
f their original state is lost. The mass 
s well mixed with grease and served 
hot. 


Grease plays an important part in all 
he ':iuean ship" dishes. Another stand- 
ard item on. the bill of fare of these 
hips is "topgallant tea." It is served 
o the men In the dog watches, and the 
•eoipe for making it is this: Three 
intes a week weak tea, made from 
resh tea leaves, Is served. The leaves 
are saved and mixed with the tea 
eaves from the captain's table. Brown 
sugar or molasses is added, and from 
:he mixture is made a decoction which 
s served four days in the week and 
which the sailors coll "topgallant tea." 


"Cow jipper" is a common dish on 


all "mean ships." It is made by boil- 
ng beef bones for six or seven hours 
with all the scraps left over from for- 
mer meals. The broth so obtained is 
well seasoned with salt and served out 
Another dish is "jumping jenny," some- 
times called "double belt pie," from 
the fact thaf the sailor has to take in 
a couple of holes in his belt after eat- 
ing it in order to stay him until the 
nest meal. It is the result of a week's 
leavings from the cabin table mixed 
with six or eight ship's biscuits 'and 
half an onion. It is not at all a nice 
dish, and a sailor with epicurean tastes 
always makes a row when the cook 
serves it.

On some of the "western ocean*.' 


tramps a dish is seryeoVknpwn ...to .the 
sailors as "hide* stew"/' and thV tough-; 
est old salt that ever was drunk on 
shore or mutinous at sea is subdued by 
it to a state of lamblike docility, for it 
is sure to double him up with Indiges- 
tion and make him think of the here- 
after. It is made from a collection of 
the • skins of everything — pigs, pota- 
toes, fawl (from the captain's table), 
bacon rind and well picked chicken 
logs. This is boiled for six hours and 
plenty of thick grease added.

Temperance Address Delivered Sun- 


day Afternoon at Taylor Hall by 


Rev. 
J. B. Bovey. 


Rev. J. B. Bovey, pastor of the Unit- 


ed Brethren church, delivered a tem- 
perance address at the men's meeting 
in Y. M. C. A. hail on Sunday after- 
noon.
